Plans are under n a y to get 
some red fire aud torches so that 
the Rushville crowd eau make a big 
demonstration in Shelbyville.

Residents of the eastern part of 
Rush county and western Fayette 
have been in a high pitch of excite 
meat for several weeks because of 
numerous robberies and the climax 
came when Veni Dolan swore out a 
w arrant for the arrest of Stephens, 
charging him with jietit larceny. Do­

Stephens and the officers started out 
to make the arrest. Together with 
the Connersville police the local offi- 
cers went to the scene of activities. 
The >earch started but no sign of 
Stephens did they see. 
The following day word was re­ 
ceded bere that Stephens had bees 
>een.

more the local police 
went to the 
M*etie and with the aid 
of several 
fa rm e rs made a complete search in 
the hill:- around Orange but without 
success. 
At **ne time they thought 
Stephens was cornered iii a school 
bouse but there un- nothing doing. 
All efforts to capture him failed and 
as an inducement a reward of $10 
was offered for his capture.

momentum as it swept onward,

Washington, Oct. 26.—The financial 
report of the Democratic national com­ 
mittee has been filed here.. Contribu­ 
tions up to Oct. 24 amounted to $678,- 
364. 
Disbursements up to Oct. IT 
were $677 460, and unpaid bills. $55,- 
149. 
The success of the national appeal 
for many sanul gifts is indicated by 
Treasurer 
Rolla 
Wells’s 
statement 
that the total number of contributors 
Is 53,303 and that 52.246 of them gave 
I less than $iO0 apiece. The sum of the 
contributions under $100 is $256,456. 
The surplus turned in from the Balti­ 
more convention was $28,825. 
Justice J. W. Gerard of the New 
York supreme court turned in the larg­ 
est gift, $13,000. 
Ten thousand con­ 
tributors were Henry Goldman, Henry 
Morgenthau, 
Frederic C. 
Penfield. 
James Speyer, Charles R. Crane and 
Jacob ll. Schiff. 
Thomas F. Ryan and August Bel­ 
mont, who have given generously to 
former Democratic campaign funds, 
contributed nothing this year. 
They 
were not asked to. 
Questioned on 
I this point. Henry Morgenthau, chair­ 
man of the finance committee, said: 
I “Governor Wilson ask* d me at the be­ 
ginning not to accept or solicit con­ 
tributions from any j>erson who might 
I be thought to have an ax to grind. We 
did not refuse gifts from Mr. Ryan or 
Mr. Belmont, as they did not offer any.

in, who professed ignorance of the 
storing of dynamite in the building. 
Mr. Drew said that he met Herbert 
S. Hockin on several occasions and 
talked with him. 
Hockin asserted 
that “you haven’t got anything on me,” 
but the witness ignored the remarks, 
though he saw that Hockin was un-, 
easy. 
He then told of putting the die- j 
tograph in the iron workers’ headquar­ 
ters just under President Ryan’s desk, 
and said that Hockin knew it was be­ 
ing placed there and it was through 
Hockin that entrance to the building 
was gaihed. 
The testimony was in 
line with the statem ent of District At­ 
torney Miller that Hockin had “double 
crossed” his co-defendants. 
Mrs. E. T. Wallis was also on the 
stand and Identified several checks 
drawn on the funds of the iron work­ 
ers' union in favor of J. J. McNamara, 
the checks being signed by McNamara 
and 
by Frank 
M. Ryan. president 
The se checks, in the amount of $1.<

and $.500, bore on the stub the annota­ 
tion “se t aside for organizing pur 
poses.” 
Mrs. Wallis said it was her 
best impression that the checks wer * 
entered in the hooks under the head 
of “organizing fund.”

Mrs. Albion Fellows Bacon of Ev­ 
ansville. who has made an investiga­ 
tion of the insanitary homes in some 
of the cities, made a idea for the snt.- 
port of the housing bill before the next 
general assembly, and Dr. charles F. 
Emerson of Indiana university, sp o k * 
from a hygienic standpoint and asked 
for more water, more sunshine and 
more pure air. 
“The medical profession has shown 
you how tuberculosis must be treat* 
od.” said Dr Emerson to the conven­ 
tion. ’ and now the m atter rests in the 
hands of the people themselves, Clean* 
lim ss. which includes not only water 
but fresh air and sunshine, is the only 
thing that will save more than I IO.#" ’ 
people in our country every year.' 
Social evils wt re discussed by Dr. 
Emerson, who said there is little use 
of building homes for the blind and 
insane when these evils e \L t. 
Mrs. Bacon held the attention of a 
large audience as she told of condi­ 
tions in the slums of the cities, wh* n 
she made an appeal for the housing 
bill. 
“The fundamental, vital princi­ 
ple on housing reform is that every 
house that is occupied shall be sani­ 
tary, fit and safe for habitation. Isn t 
that simple? Who could ask less who. 
for shame, could be willing to grant 
less—that our houses should be sani­ 
tary? 
That they shall not kill tho 
people who rent them, nor make them 
sick,” said Mrs. Bacon.

There comes w'ord also from the 
Turkish capital that a great battle 
has been fought at Kadikoi. north­ 
west of Adrianople, where 16.POO Bul­ 
garians were killed.

The Turks say they captured a num­ 
ber of Bulgar officers and men and 
some guns. 
The date when the bat 
tie was fought is not given.

It is probable that Scutari may fall to 
the Montenegrin*, but its capture is 
of little importance.

in, who professed ignorance of the 
storing of dynamite in the building. 


Mr. Drew said that he' met Herbert 


S. Hockin on several occasions and 
talked with him. 
Hockin asserted 


that "you haven't got anything on me," 
but the witness ignored the remarks, 
though he saw that • Hockin was un- 
easy. He then told of putting the dic- 
tograph in the iron workers' headquar- 
ters just under President Ryan's desk, 
and said that Hockin knew it was be- 
ing placed there and it was through 
Hockin that entrance to the building 
was gained. 
The testimony was in 


line with the statement of District At- 
torney Miller that Hockin had "double 
crossed" his co-defendants.
